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Science, the main source of progress today, occupies a place of special importance on our campus, with forty-four 
classes now being taught. In this department, the goal is to give students an understanding of the basic aspects 
of the physical and scientific world through lectures and experimentation. 

The B.S.C.S., Biological Sciences Curriculum Study, program designed for Biology and, the C.H.E.M., Chemical Education 
Material Study program designed for chemistry presents both as experimental sciences. The P.S.S.C., Physical Science 
Study Committee, through its emphasis on laboratory experimentation and analysis seeks to encourage the students 
spirit of inquiry. 

Further opportunity for experimentation is offered, for the first time this year, through the Advance Science Research 
class which meets after school once every two weeks. During the school week participants act as laboratory assistants 
in the science department. Regular credit is given for this class. 

These courses offer Armijo's students a better understanding of life and matter and an idea of the complexity of our 
universe.

Every Armijo student will take at least one Business course during his or her stay at Armijo. 
Economics is required of all students in the Senior year. In addition, most students (about ninety 
percent) elect to take Typing for its personal value or as an occupational tool. Other very popular 
electives in business are bookkeeping, general business, law, and shorthand. 

The major purpose of Business Education is to provide the knowledge every person needs to manage 
his own personal business affairs and to understand the structure and the operation of our business 
and economic system well enough to perform the duties of a good citizen. About half of all stu- 
dents at Armijo will make their life's work in some phase of business endeavor. For these people 
Armijo offers a wide range of occupationally centered courses. New programs are available to allow 
the student to work part-time, be paid and receive high school credit for this work.
